ropean’Governments to utilize, in mak- 
ing both war and peace, the assistance 
they could have derived from the knowl- 
edge and advice of men who have made 
a special study of men, their varieties 
and peculiarities. 

Dr. Peagson was generous enough to 
admit that. the fault was. not altogether 
that of the statesmen and diplomats. 
The anthropologists themselves have not 
arrived‘at the unanimity of opinion and 
conclusion that is reached by the mathe- 
maticians, say, or the chemists, and it 
is somewhat surprising ‘to note that the 
doctor tended to stress the importance 
of mental workings instead of craniel 
measurements. 

What he said, in fact, was a repetition 
and extension of what was charged 
so often against the Germans while the 
war was on—that none of the nations 
understood the psychology of the others, 

a that the victors, like the van- 
quished, have inade many and terrible 
mistakes in consequence. — ;

An exténsion of the license system for 
chauffetrs throughout the State was 
fedommended yesterday by Francis M.

law. 

Mr. Osterhout told the.Grand Jury the 
law relating to operators of motor ve- 
hioles, Was confined exclusively to chauf- 
feurs in New York’ City, while persons 
oa ie atear parte b0 the Mots WETS Bat Pe: 
quired to have an operator's license. 

“The result of this sitiiation is,” said 
Mr. Osterhout, “ that a chauffeur whose 
lMeense may be revoked hére for cause 
can go up-State and continue to operate 
cars because he is not reqdired to have 
leense outside of this city. Chautf- 
furs and owners of motor. vehicles from 
up-State pointe may drive carp here and, 
in the event of accident, the Secretary 
of State can do nothing in the way of 
revoking or suspension of jicenges.
